REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record Banerjea (US Pat# 6,240,128) teaches an echo canceller in (see figs. 1-2), an 
echo canceller system comprising a precoder (102), a modulator (103), a decimator 
(114) because an interpolator can downgrade/upgrade a signal sample and an echo 
canceling system comprising a first echo canceller (slave echo canceling system, 105), 
a separation circuit (adaptive circuit, 119 + slicer, 123 of figs. 1-2) and a master echo 
canceling stage coupled to the separation circuit to receive and modify data. 

The prior art of record (Banerjea) is commonly assigned as the present invention 
(see page 3 of applicant's argument dated 01/24/05).
